Jury Verdict 
Says Tuthill 
Shot Woman 


Inquest Yesterday 
at Cathedral City 
Hears Death Story 


M arvin J. Tuthill, 43, w as for­ 
m ally accused by a coroner’s jury 
in Indio yesterday afternoon, of 
m urdering Mrs. C harlotte Bev­ 
erly, 39, at approxim ately 2:20 
a.m. New Year’s day. Specifically 
ihe ju ry found that the deceased 
cam e to her death as a result of 
rifle wound inflicted 
by a 22 
caliber gun held in the hands ot 
T uthill. 
T uthill. a prisoner in the River­ 
side county jail was arraigned in 
Justice of the Peace R. A. Moore's 
eouit F liday on a charge of m ur­ 
dering Mrs. Beverly. And ever 
since his incarceration he still 
insists he knows nothing of the 
fatal shooting of Mrs. Beverly. 
His prelim inary hearing has been 
set for January 9. 


ALL THAT TUTHILL ts re- 
pm ted to rem ember, is leaving 
a d rinking party on the night of 
the murdo! and from that time 
on until arrested by deputy sher­ 
iffs he claim s his mind is a blank. 
W itnesses, 
however, 
reported 
finding Tuthill asleep in the same 
cottage in which the fatal shoot­ 
ing occurred. Friends of the dead 
w om an reported pounding on the 
door of the cottage in an effort 
to rouse Tuthill. Finally aw ak­ 
ened 
he 
shouted 
through

locked doors that Mrs. Beverly 
w as not in the house. 


W HILE HE WAS THUS en­ 
gaged in conversation, a m em ber 
of the party forced an entrance 
and was quickly confronted by 
Tuthill. It was in this room that 
the body of Mrs. Beverly, a single 
bullet hole through her head, was 
found. It was learned later from 
an exam ining doctor that she had 
died instantly.

But Less Cash 
At Post Office 


Reduction in the cost of air mail 
which furnishes a large part of 
the business at the local post of­ 
fice and the return of many Vil­ 
lage young men from overseas 
w ar duties, contributed to a de­ 
crease in 1946 business compared 
to 1945. 
Figures on 1946 and 1945, re­ 
leased today by Postm aster R. M. 
Gorham showed total volume of 
revenue for the past year as 
$106,400.62 c o m p a r e d to $125,­ 
400.44 in 1945. 


VOLUME of mail handled in 
1946 was greater than in 1945, the 
postm aster said, but a slash in air 
mail rates from eight cents to five 
cents, reduction in parcel post 
mailing to overseas points as sol­ 
diers and sailors came home and 
a slash in other rates, reduced the 
revenue intake. 
Shapest reduction was in the 
sum m er q u arter — July, August 
and Septem ber. 
Every quarter 
showed a drop but the others 
were only a little bit off.

Confession 
Solves Gem 
Theft Here 


Youth Admits He 
Took Jewels, Sent 
Them to Parents 


An unrelenting conscience Sun­ 
day afternoon caused the self­ 
confession of a $5,000 jew el rob­ 
bery reported to police last De­ 
cem ber 16. 
In the city jail and behind bars 
is Ned Roeco 25, employe of a 
| nationally known d u d e ranch, 
! who for 24 hours sought to con­ 
fess to the tlu ft of $5,000 worth 
of jew els from the home of Mrs. 
Helen Agncw. Police records in­ 
dicated that the loss of these 
gems occurred last December 15. 


DRAWN INTO the search of 
these valuable jewels w ere the 
H artford, Connecticut, police, who 
were asked by Chief of Police 
August K ettm ann to go to the 
home of Ned Rocco to attem pt re- 
erj of the loot which had been 
ent by Roceo to his parents. 
According to the confession of 
' Rocco, he discovered the jew els ; 
behind a divan cushion in the 
I home of Mrs. Agr.ew while clean- | 
ing the house last Decem ber 14. 
He said that he took the card- 
¡ board box in which they were 
j contained and hid them on the 
Í grounds of the hotel until the hue 
and cry by police in their seaTTli 
I for them nad abated. 


A DAY OR SO before C hrist­ 
mas. Roceo said he dug the jew els 
up and shipped them to th e home 
of his parents in H artford, Con­ 
necticut. as a Christm as gift. 
M eanwhile, like other em ployes 
at the hotel, he was questioned 
by both Chief 
K ettm ann 
and 
Sergeant of Police Stanley El- 
hert. 
However, in the case of 
Roeco both police authorities re­ 
turned tim e and again to talk to 
him about the loss of the jew els 
feeling that the suspect w as hold­ 
ing som ething back th at would 
lead to the recovery of the jewels.

veloped residential district in the 
greater Palm Springs area ap ­ 
pears to be currently realizing the 
am bitions of its property owners. 
W ithout publicity and alm ost 
unknow n to its neighbors the 
Thousand Palm s area has under­ 
gone w h at its prolific dispenser 
of words H arry Oliver, m ight call 
a 
commercial 
m etam orphosis. 
W hile the attention has been fo­ 
cused on national troubles and 
the 
labor dictators have 
held 
the traditional saum arai weapon 
over the neck of the national 
economy, the property ow ners of 
this district have been m aking 
much basic progress tow ards their 
self-proclaimed in ten t to make 
the area the W estwood-Bel Air 
of the desert.

If the views of Governor W arren prevail w hen the 
Legislature settles to the business of financing the 10-year, 
2 lh. billion dollar highway construction program envisioned 
by the Collier Highway com m ittee, the costs of owning 
and driving an auto are going to rise in California. The 
Governor is convinced that, in order to raise sufficient 
yearly revenue to begin and com plete the enorm ous con­ 
struction and rehabilitation job, everything on tires m ust 
take an additional tax load. 
D istribution of the costs am ong highw ay users, he 
said last week, "should be according to the use they make 
of the highways and in accordance w ith the cost of con­ 
struction as affected by their class of traffic. By this I 
m ean that big, heavy vehicles should be required to pay 
m uch more than passenger cars. In addition to each 
highw ay user paying his way, there m ust be an increase 
in the gas tax. There are not sufficient m oneys available 
from other sources to finance a program of this m agni­ 
tude." 
W hile the Governor said he does not intend to offer 
bills on the m atter, explaining th at cost distribution is a 
m atter for legislative determ ination, his statem ent appears 
in general agreem ent w ith opinions expressed by tax 
experts and spokesmen of m otorist organizations. 
W e can’t have the highw ays we need w ithout paying for 
them , and every legitim ate tax source in the field should 
be liable for its fair share. And the L egislature will do 
well, in the intersts of tru e fairness, to see to it th at the 
passenger car owner, w hen he pungles up additional cash 
for highw ay taxes, will not continue to be penalized, as he 
has been in the past, in favor of com m ercial operators of 
heavy, highw ay-w earing vehicles. A fair break for every 
highw ay user, and no more, should be the guiding prin­ 
ciple in this vital tax and construction program .

tilities end, as they do today, De­ 
cember 31st, then special taxes, 
and exemptions, and long list of 
such items, cease, some at once, 
some in six months, some in a 
year.

and we have only two hopes; the 
Presidents’ statement, today, that 
he is covering this in a coming 
message, and the desire of the 
Congress itself to end the war. 
This latter hope is dimmed by a 
sub-committees 
report 
to 
Mr. 
Martin, which appears to look 
with concern on the possibility 
of an abrupt ending of the war 
powers. 
I have not read the sub-com­ 
mittee’s report. I can only rise 
to remark th at this is the way 
centralized powers are always re­ 
tained by governments. It just 
“isn’t the tim e” to elease the 
powers so far as I am concerned 
this is the time. If other laws are 
necessary, to meet situations, let 
them be passed again. 
The legislative body, in any 
country, which acts on a theory 
of expediency, rather than prin­ 
ciple. soon finds its powers taken 
over by a stronger body, or indi­ 
vidual, who is willing to act w ith­ 
out hesitancy and to use and keep 
the powers given in an em erg­ 
ency. 
It is better to stand on 
principles and not on expediency, 
no matter w hat the situation may 
seem to be at the moment.

Long years ago Virginia had a 
law requiring every person re­ 
ceiving relief from the parish to 
wear red, blue or green cloth 
badges.

There were no known 
losses in the bank at the year end 
and all preferred stock was elim­ 
inated during the year, L. M.

EARNINGS for the year were 
$58,290,000. From this total $13,­

above reserve, $12,635,000 was re­ 
served for depreciation of bank 
premises and other real estate and 
amortization of bond premiums, 
and $1,032,000 was set up in re­ 
serves and applied to the reval­ 
uation of assets and absorption 
of losses other than loans.

"IN REGARD to the letter pub­ 
lished in the D esert Sun Friday, 
January 3, 1947, w ritten by a G er­ 
m an w om an in a Danish refugee 
camp in the Palm Springs Drug 
and Im port Company. 
‘‘I shall give you a few facts 
about the G erm an refugee situ ­ 
ation in D enm ark. T hat country 
is a sm all country w ith a popula­ 
tion of four million. It suffered 
during five years of G erm an oc­ 
cupation, and now has w ithin its 
borders, 210,000 G erm an citizens 
brought in by the Nazis. 
“The Danish have rem ained p a ­ 
tient and quiet but their hospi­ 
tality has certainly been put to 
a hard test. Now they have been 
saddled with 210,000 G erm an ref­ 
ugees for nearly two years. These 
people who m ean an addition to 
the population of five percent, 
consists of w hat they technically 
call intruded persons to distin­ 
guish them from displaced p er­ 
sons. 
"THEY DRIFTED into D enm ark 
during the last phases of the w ar, 
and so far only a sm all num ber 
have been repatriated due to the 
desperate housing conditions in 
Germany. 
. 
"D enm ark cannot, nor does it 
wish, to absorb these people into 
its national life. There are about 
90 camps in D enm ark, four large 
ones and m any sm all ones, for 
the refugees. They are w ell fed, 
warm and their camps are kept 
clean. 
It costs D enm ark half a 
million crowns a day to feed them 
not to talk about upkeep. 
As 
for sending clothing, soap, etc., 
to the individual refuee, I doubt 
one can. Then if th at is done, 
w hat about the thousands and 
thousands in o t h e r European 
countries w here they are treated 
with much less consideration and 
hum anity?

Cham ber's Suggestion a V/ise O n e 


The suggestion of the Palm Springs Chamber of Com­ 
merce that all of the desert area from here to Blythe 
comprise one supervisorial district is heartily endorsed 
by The Sun. This plan would eliminate Beaumont and 
Banning from the Fourth District, leaving only the des­ 
ert country. The problems of this area are quite differ­ 
ent from the remainder of Riverside county. One super­ 
visor, living in the section, could represent the common 
interests of the desert country residents. It is a logical 
move and one that all of the communities affected should 
support. 
As the local chamber pointed out in its proposal, the 
suggestion is in no way a criticism of Supervisor R. E. 
Dillon, who now represents the Fourth District. It is a 
fact, however, that a resident of the desert area has 
never been elected to the board—always from Beaumont, 
Banning or vicinity. 
The resolution of our Chamber of Commerce should 
be followed up with an organized campaign to bring 
about the change—a campaign in which all of the other 
communities in the desert area should be invited and 
urged to participate. 


Calitornia Report 


The recent report of the California State Chamber of 
Commerce on conditions in our State during the past year 
reveals an overall picture which is very bright indeed. 
Highlights of the report show that civilian employment 
is now about 44 per cent above that of April, 1940, or about 
equal to the 1943 wartime peak; civilian income will total 
approximately $12.7 billion or 1.7 per cent higher than 
1945; by the first of the year farmers will have collected 
nearly 82 billion or 6 per cent more than last year. Net 
farm income, however may be lower than 1945 due to in­ 
creased production costs. 
The report confirms indications that out-of-state manu­ 
facturers are coming into California in great numbers and 
that many are building their own plants and factories. 
One particularly interesting fact brought out by the 
Chamber of Commerce review is that the aircraft industry 
which was supposedly doomed to become but a shadow of 
its wartim e self is now employing about 90.000 persons. 
Not bad for an industry “suffering” from the effects of 
peace. 
California retail trade is substantially ahead of last 
year in dollar volume; bank debits are running 17 per cent 
higher; production of structural materials has risen, and 
gold is being mined in greater quantities. 
It all sounds good and it all adds up to prosperity.

The p o t e n t narcotic poison 
which is contained in the D atura 
is known to pharm acists as S tra­ 
monium. Actually Stram onium is 
a complex poison in itself, and 
contains three distinct elem ents: 
hyoscyam ine, 
scopolamine, 
and 
atropine, of which the last-nam ed, 
atropine, is to be know n. S tra ­ 
monium is so sim ilar to the re ­ 
lated drug Belladonna, not only 
as to the sym ptom s w hich it pro­ 
duces on the hum an body, but 
also in its toxicity and m edicinal 
uses, that the two are alm ost 
identical, 
and 
are occasionally 
used interchangeably. Today stra ­ 
monium is used in the treatm ent 
of m uscular rheum atism , cramps, 
dysm enorrhea, spasdomic reten ­ 
tion of the urine, and tremors. 
It may also be either sm oked or 
burned as an inhalant in order 
to relieve asthm atic attacks. That 
the D atura has long been of eco­ 
nomic im portance as a source of 
this drug is indicated by the fact 
that in 1934 alone, nearly half a 
million 
pounds 
of stram onium 
w ere im ported 
from 
Hungary, 
G erm any, Italy, Algeria, Tunisia, 
Mexico, and England ! 


BELLADONNA, which is so 
sim ilar to the Datura in m any 
ways, is quite a different plant, 
however, belonging to the genus 
Atropa. This generic nam e Atropa 
comes from that of G reek god­ 
dess. There w ere three Fates in 
Greek 
mythology: 
one 
(called 
Clotho) who spun the thread of 
Life: a second (called Lachesis) 
who determ ined the length of the 
thread; and a third (called A tro­ 
pos) who cut it off. These three 
Fates are thus analogous to Birth, 
Life and Death, of w hich the 
third, or Death, was called A tro­ 
pos. Because an overdose of B el­ 
ladonna, as w ith the D atura, can 
readily cause death, th e generic 
nam e A tropa is a well-chosen one. 
The common name Belladonna is 
Italian for “Beautiful Lady,” for 
at one tim e it was the custom for 
pretty women to use eye-drops of 
Belladonna to dilate th eir pupils 
so that they m ight appear larger 
and brighter! 
Back to the Jim sonw eed, the 
poisoning caused from the D atura 
is called “daturism ,” and the clin­ 
ical picture of a person suffering 
from such poisoning is not exactly 
a pleasant one. If one eats of the 
raw plant or takes the d rug stra­ 
monium, the first sym ptom he

will experience is a dryness of 
the throat. He will become thirsty 
and w ant to drink w ater. By this 
time, m ost of the o t h e r body 
j glands have ceased secreting. No 
more sw eating occurs, and the 
skin soon becomes hot and dry 
to the touch. The lachrym al tear 
glands in the eye become inac­ 
tive, as do also the various diges­ 
tive glands. The salivary glands 
in the m outh decrease th eir out­ 
put so th a t the entire m outh and 
throat is parched. The blood pres­ 
sure and blood rate both increase 
rapidly. 
The 
patient 
breathes 
faster in short gasps. The pupils 
of the eyes dilate and the face 
becomes flushed with a rash sim­ 
ilar to th a t which occurs in scar­ 
let fever. 


THE END RESULT is a wild 
state of delirium , in w hich the 
person im agines all sorts of weird 
hallucinations, often violent and 
maniaaul in nature. 
T he most 
fantastic of visions appear to him, 
all in vivid startling 
brilliant 
color, w hich certainly heightens 
the illusion. Then, if th e patient 
survives this crisis, a stage of de­ 
pression follows, ending in a list­ 
less stu po r and a deep senseless 
slum ber. It may be days or even 
weeks before he will com pletely 
snap ou t of this trance, to find 
him self w orn out, w eakened, and 
extrem ely irritable. Oddly enough, 
only rarely will he rem em ber any 
details of his terrible nightm arish 
experience, and often the m ind is 
totally blank from the onset of 
the attack until the w ake from 
the deep sleep. This is at variance 
with th e beliefs of th e Indian 
tribes, for they used the drug ex­ 
tensively to obtain visions for fu­ 
ture guidance. Perhaps th e sm all­ 
er doses they adm inistered helped 
them rem em ber more of what 
they had seen. 
In case of daturism , th e em er­ 
gency treatm en t consists of first 
using copious emetics and a stom­ 
ach pum p, if it is available. Then 
a doctor should be called imme­ 
diately, and he w ill probably ad­ 
m inister eith er a compound solu­ 
tion of iodine or of m edicinal char­ 
coal. If th e patient is unusually 
violent in the hallucination stage 
and cannot be restrained, he may 
have to be given m orphine to 
quiet 
him 
down. 
Pilocarpine 
may be used to counter-attack the 
atropine of the stram onium . 
If 
there is im m inent danger of res­ 
piratory or of heart failure, it 
may be necessary to e m p l o y 
strychnine or caffeine. 
B ut all 
that m ust be decided by th e phy­ 
sician. 
T he only treatm en t for 
you yourself to use is a strong 
emetic and to call the doctor. 
From the above, you w ill readily 
see th at the Jim sonw eed is not 
a plant to be experim ented with 
by the am ateur, for stram onium 
is a very dangerous drug, indeed. 


ONE INTERESTING early ac­ 
count of th e drug’s latent powers 
is to be found in “The Book of 
the 1000 N ight and a N ight” as 
translated by Richard F. Burton. 
In that m onum ental publication, 
in the story of the 551st night, 
the F ourth Voyage of Sindbad 
the Seam an, we read: “So we 
sat down and they set food before 
us such as wc knew not and 
whose like we had never seen in 
all our lives . . . No sooner had 
my com rades tasted of it than 
their reason fled and th eir condi­ 
tion changed and they began to 
devour it like madmen possessed 
of an evil spirit.” In B urton’s 
notes in reference to this, he says: 
“Davis, w ho visited Sum atra in 
1599 speaks ‘of a kind of seed, 
w hereof 
a 
little 
being 
eaten, 
m aketh a man to turn foole, all 
things seem ing to him to be m eta­ 
m orphosed’."

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Tax Notes 
By EDWARD J. NELISSEN 


A CORPORATION AND 
ITS SURPLUS 
Don't look now, but your sur­ 
plus is showing! 
IÍ your surplus IS showing you 
should look because it may cost 
you a penalty of 27 Vi per cent 
on the first $100,000 of your 1946 
undistributed earnings plus 38 Vi 
per cent on earnings over $100,­ 
000. This penalty is more com­ 
monly known as "Section 102 
Surtax" since it is applied under 
section 102 of the Internal Reve­ 
nue Code on corporations im ­ 
properly accumulating surplus. 
Corporations accumulate sur­ 
plus if dividends are not paid to 
stockholders 
and 
in 
a 
small 
closely held corporation dividends 
are seldom declared. The corpo­ 
ration gets no tax benefit for the 
dividends paid and the stock­ 
holders must pay taxes on divi­ 
dends received by them in addi­ 
tion to the taxes already paid 
by the corporation on those same 
earnings. 


WHAT IS “improper accumu­ 
lation” of surplus? 
That is a 
question of fact and section 102(c) 
reads as follows: 
“The fact that the earnings or 
profits of a corporation are per­ 
mitted to accumulate beyond the 
reasonable needs of the business 
shall be determinative of the pur­ 
pose to avoid surtax upon share­ 
holders unless the corporation by 
clear preponderance of the evi­ 
dence shall prove to the con­ 
trary.” 
It is, therefore, up to the cor­ 
poration to prove that the non­ 
payment of dividends was justi­ 
fied and the time to assemble 
your facts is NOW, not at the 
time an Internal Revenue Agent 
examines your 1946 return in two 
or three years because by that 
time you will most likely have 
forgotten what justification you 
had in 1946 for not paying divi­ 
dends on your earnings for that 
year. 


IN 
DETERMINING 
whether 
you should or should not pay 
dividends you should make a 
complete analysis of your bal­ 
ance-sheet and the effect of the 
inclusion of the dividends on the 
tax of the recipients. 
It must be remembered that 
although the penalty is only on 
current earnings the amount of 
surplus accumulated during prior 
years will be a factor in determ­ 
ining whether further additions 
to surplus are justified. 
Therefore, if you already have 
a large surplus and the inclusion 
of the dividend income will not 
materially increase 
the stock­ 
holders’ taxes it would be wiser 
to declare and pay a dividend 
during the current taxable year, 
especially if you have no valid 
reasons for not paying dividends. 
On the other hand it may be 
■viser to risk the penalty since 
¿dividual rates may be as high 
' 86.45 per cent, 
fu rth e r discussion of this sub- 
;t in future issues.)
